BIG AND IM E 
CLUBS AGREE ON 
DRAFT ISSUE 


Present A greem ent In Regard To 
Players W ill Run Indefinite­ 
ly, Is Belief.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16- —'The w ar is 
over before a gun is fired. The A r­ 
mistice is about to be signed. The 
minor leagues will not break with 
the m ajors on the draft question. 
This much was certain today as 
baseball’s w arring factions w ithdrew 
in good order from the theatre of ac­ 
tivities behind the statem ent of sec­ 
retary John H. Farrell, of the minor 
leagues, th at nothing will be done 
about the d raft until Feb. I. It is 
my inform ation that nothing will be 
done about it then. 
In other words, it is the understand­ 
ing today th at the existing m ajor- 
m inor league agreem ent will be al­ 
lowed to run on until further notice, 
with the m inors m aking the best of 
w hat possibly is a bad situation. I hey 
have been forced to this pass by the 
attitude of the 
three 
classes AA 
Leagues, nam ely the International, 
the Am erican Association and the P a­ 
cific Coast Leagues, all of whom are 
so 
closely 
associated 
with 
m ajor 
league activities that they have de­ 
cided they cannot or will not “go 
it alone.” 
Small Club Kick 
The agitation for an entity sep­ 
aration from the m ajors has come, it 
seems, from the leagues of lower clas­ 
sification. These claim th at they can­ 
not do business on an economic basis 
unless the d ra ft is turned on some 
one else or words to that general ef­ 
fect. They have no real or lasting 
liaison with the m ajors, anyhow’, and 
so they feel th at the proposed break 
would have little effect on them, ex­ 
cept for the better. 
However, it appears th at the so 
called “Big M inors” have com m itted 
themselves too far in their transac­ 
tion with the m ajors to turn back now 
or a t any im m ediate date. Deals tor 
players have been consummated, oth­ 
ers’ are on the threshhold of being 
closed and m any of the class AA 
clubs have pared down their player 
lists on the assum ption that the deals 
in question will be carried through. 
Need Each Other 
That, a t least, was the situation, as 
outlined 
to 
me 
today. 
These 
big 
minors simply m ust play along, it 
appears, or suffer a situation to be 
created that will effect the structure 
of baseball. Even the sm aller minors 
would suffer if the big ones are hurt. 
it is pointed out, this idea being based 
on the theory th at a corn on the toe 
is tragedy to the entire foot. 
It is understood th at Judge Lan­ 
dis expressed sentim ents to this na- 
inform al m eeting with minor league 
ture in discussing the situation a t his 
representatives yesterday.
